FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 13, 1877. 


In accordance with the statute, the undersigned respect- 
fully present the following report of the condition of the 
schools of Hampton Falls, during the past year.

NORTH SCHOOL. 


The school in the north part of the town has been under 
the care of Miss Mary 8. Blake of Kensington. Her efforts 
to fulfil her obligations have been unremitting, well directed 
and successful. Few ungraded schools reach better attain- 
ments than were shown by the classes at the closing exam- 
ination. : 

_ The number of scholars here has doubled during the last 
dozen years. Additional desks were consequently found 
necessary, and have this year been supplied. This increase 
of numbers has brought an increase of labor for the teacher, 
but her regard for the interests of her charge was such that 
she voluntered the gift of a few day’s labor to prolong the 
closing term. The year’s work was divided into three terms 
of nine, ten and twelve weeks respectively.

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EAST SCHOOL. 

This school was taught through the year by Miss Jose- 
phine Bailey of Rowley, Mass. This was Miss Bailey’s first 
effort in teaching. When visited, the school was prosperous. 
The final visit by the board was not made owing to the abrupt 
closing of the school, by the sickness of many of the scholars.

SOUTH SCHOOL. 


The summer and winter terms of this school were taught 
by Miss Alice W. Batchelder of Hampton. The prominent 
feature of Miss Batchelder’s school was order. This charac- 
terized the arrangement of classes and recitations. The 
stillness and the attention of the scholars to their teacher’s 
wishes, showed a thorough system of instruction sure to re- 
sult in good improvement. The pleasant manner of the 
teacher in imparting instruction won the affection of the 
scholars and kept their interest to the last.

WEST SCHOOL. 


This school has been under the instruction of Miss Lucy 
E. Marston of North Hampton. Miss Marston fully sus- 
tained her reputation as a teacher, and the scholars have 
made very good progress during the year.

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In general, the standing of the schools as exhibited in 
examinations compares favorably with that of previous years ; 
but tardiness and dismissions have been too frequent, greatly 
injuring some of our schools. 

We cannot well close our report without referring to the 
condition of the East school house. The building is far be- 
hind the requirements of the age both in respect to con- 
venience, appointments and sufficiency of protection from the 
weather. In winter it is a very poor place to send children 
for education, and some parents have wisely kept their chil- 
dren at home in severe weather. The building of a new 
school house in the near future seems imperative.
